NIWCAOTLE. Colo., Feb. 19.— An ex- 
ploHion oc<;vuTf*d at tlie Vulcan niiiu- ul 
1 1 :20 jeaterday fureuoou, which wa« the 
moat dlsMtroni ever kiiowu in the hii- 
tory of thii camp, and dowua of homei 
in tlM llttlt oi^ are dfliotote. All Iraai- 
BMi It praoticaUy raipended, and trery 
one la dutd at the awfnlnwiof the 
Nnddra dieactf r. No wurniug wai glTon 
the peaceful villagers until aiuddMlM' 
})ort as from a hundred cannOB fMOOIid- 
ed throoghoQt the valley. 

▲ tkroBC of people was toon at iha 
■oaaa of duaster, a distance of nearly 
two mOut from Newcastle. A glance 
waA •nooffh to diasipate any hope for 
the llTM of the entombed men. The 
fom of tha asploaion had caused a care- 
in, and tit* tunnel and air conraes war* 
flUadwlth fallen rock, eartti and tim- 
bm. Both fan boaiei wtM wnoked 
•ad tho slope and vicinity ware io foil 
of dkria, and the gaa wM 10 bad, that 
it wae hard and dAngorooa work to be* 
gin the raaeoe. Nerertheleaa willing 
hands were soon at worit, and flre men 
went down as far as possible to ascertain 
the condition of the slope, and fonnd it 
enoh that it will require mooh waA 
to regain the laborers. The gaa was so 
bad that after tb« pai-ty had gotten MO 
ttet they were compelled tu leoede. 

The consolidated mine ahut down im- 
mediately on hearing of the diaaater, 
and aent their entire force of IftO men to 
help the uufortnnate oneti. The con- 
Htruction of a temporary fanhonse was 
(x)iumeuced at once, and the work of 
}>aiupiug fresh air iu the mine will soon 
begin. It is hardly possible that any of 
th»' miners are still ulive. hut the start- 
ing of the fans will be made as soon en 
possible in the hope that if any have 
itarvived rhey may be kept alive tUl help 
reaches them. 

The only niau who Kot out <if thu 
mines at th«i fcinie of tlie explo.^iun was 
Kdward Welch, who was near the 
month of the tunnel, and w;u blown 
out, his skull fiaciuii'd. arni liroken, 
face bauly cut an<l buiiu'd and all the 
hair burnoii fidui lus luiad. He was 
breathing when found, but expired 
shortly afterwards without showing 
couscioasnesH. 

Two vounK miners, Tom Connelly 
and James Patne, met with narrow 
escapes. Their eyes becoming sore, they 
quit work in the miuea and had jnat 
emerged from the tannel when the ez- 

ploHion occurred.

The coal ticids in which the 
N'ulraii mine is located have he«Mi l rou- 
bled v\ it li suDtei-ranean gases for many 
years. In many places (jver a distanro 
of KO or KHi miles smoke has issued from 
crevices in tlie rocks since the (country 
WHS first known to wliitt; men, and in 
iutf years more than one valuable coal 
miuti has been destroyed by liro break- 
ing into the woridugs. 

A little over a year ago the mines of 
the VuiuMU oompauy had to be Hooded 
on this um'uut and the old wurkiiurs 
have never been reopened, and the drift 
where yeateniay's accident ooourred was 
a new one. Xtia thought that the dis- 
aster mar have been caused by the 
breakiuglnto an iinmeuae pocket of gus 
generated by these everhMituig fires. Ou 
Feb. 8, State Goal Mine Inspector Orlf ■ 
lith inspected the mine and prouoonoed 
it 111 hplendid condition and the work is 
vaid to have been done at all times in 
the must oareftd manner.

(.'HicAtio. Feb. 10,— "Bliiok snow' 
wns a novelty enjoyed in this city l;e-i 
night. Between « and 7 o'clock there 
Wiix a full of a couple of inches of what 
seemed in the dark to be the staple win- 
ter article, but which, on examination 
under gas or electric light, proved to be 
decidedly not the ordinary Caucasian 
variety. Tho flakes, crystal and fleecy 
enough, were of a muddy colored sort 
that at once suggested the Ethiopian 
adjective. When melted on an extend- 
ed palm they left each a tinv ink-like 
speck. In the mass the so-called snow 
IcKiked like three- weaks-old slush. 

The weather bureau otli(^ials luid 
other supposed good experts were at 
first iiichned to attribute the phenome- 
non to local atmosu|^c conaitions, in 
combination w^ the smoke and grime 
of the oitj. Advices, however, that 
the asme reaolts were obssrved at snb- 
nrbe 86 miles distant, npaet all snok ex- 
phuiatUms. 

The Btonn began at 1:40 d. m., and 
oontinoed spaamodioaUj nntU fkrinto 
the night. From BvanilM to the Indi- 
ana state line, and from the shore of 
Lake Michigan to the most westerlv 
suburbs, the ISO square miles of Oook 
county, were swept by the peooliar vis- 
itation. 

The heavy fall was made almost 
blinding by a stiff southwest wind. 
Each particular flake that fell on the 
clothing of those who ha^Mned to be on 
the streets left Its trace tn a small blotch 
I of dark-brow ish dirt. 

The streets <lown town crowded when 
the du.<tt-tilled snow first began to fall. 
Their ganiieuts presented thi; apptMr- 
ance of having been covered with dust 
and then sp. inkled with water. When 
dried, the dirt was easily rsmoved and 

no stain wa.s left.

STILL IN THE CINCINNATI JAIL 



ReqaWtlea Tmpmn Have Maea Otaated, 

but Will Re INnight In tiM Hamilton 

County Court* Probnbljr Two Wooks 

Hcforf n Ucclniou Will Be Readorod. 

Mttll Talk of t,jrn«hlng tlio Arch Flonds. 

OlNCiNMATl, Feb. 19.— Owing to an 
incondiary advertisement calling for 
1 ,000 men at Court and Sycamore street 
at 8:80 o'clock yesterday morning, 
"ready for work," there was apprehen- 
sion that a mob was to be gathered to 
lynch the prisoners Jackson and Wall- 
ing when on their way from the jail to 
the iHilice c-ourt. Court and Sycamore 
is the jail location, and the priaonera 
were to betakantothepoUoeoonrlat 8J0 
o'clock. 

A crowd did assemble, bnt a heavy 

relay of police was found there, and no 
concentration was permitted. Little by 
little news got abroad that no occasion 
for any sort of demonstration could 
ai'ise. for the simple reason that the 
prisoners had been quietly removed to 
the city hall two hours before the time 
■when it wa.<! supposed they would leave 
the jail. Notwitlisf aiidiiig this fact, 
curious people kept coming to that vi- 
cinity only to flno no oaoaa of emtte- 
ment. 

The third appearance of .TacksOB and 
Walling in the police court served to 
crowd the corridors leading to the court 
room with a jostling, curious assembly 
of men and women. Ample guards 
were pla< cd, however, so that no one 
got into the courtroom who did not have 
a right to be there. When the cases 
were called the prisoners promptly ap- 
peared from the cellroom below, with 
no unusual algns showing any ohuge 
in their bearing. 

They were required to remain not 
more than a half a minute, for oonnsel 
had agreed to continue the hearing un- 
til Feb. 27. As aoou aa the order was 
announced by the judge, the prisoners 
were safely retomed to the Jail, the 
wagon being followed at a ran by a few 
over-cnriotts boys. 

It ia generally believed that Jaoksou 
and Wailing will remain prisoners in 
the Hamilton county jail for at least 
two or three weeks before their removal 
tu Kentucky is Anally and fully detor- 
mined u)v>n in a legal way. 

Tho prof'iam that has been mappetl 
out by tho counsel for the prisoners will 
pi-ob&bly reijuire that length of time in 
execution, and, should certain ooutiii- 
f'encies arise, which arc by no means 
hnpvol able, the legal ti;rht against the 
reinov;rl of the piisoners may be pro- 
lonired several nion; ii -. .\r all lia/.;irds, 
ll'.'

One of the ^reateet electrical engineers 

in the United States spoke thus of the 
futnre in a recent interview : 

"The transmission of energy for con- 
siderable distaiucn lias alre.Tly liocn 
achieved. It may aafely be asserted that 
wherever in the fatare there is a demand, 

for power, there it will be delivered. 
I^llectricity will displace gaa for lighting 
purposes; coal and stoves for heating; 

eteam as a mechanical power or means 
of propulsion, and horses as a method of 
locomotion. Small mail cars, operated 
with incredible swiftness, in large tubes 
extending from city to city, will revola 
tionixe our postal service, and give to 
written or printed communications al 
most the elBciency of telegraph dis- 
patches, at a fraction '>f their i-oat. Com- 
munication will be made poasible with 
moving trains and ships in midK>oean. 
ICiectric signals will be used by our mili- 
tary and naval forces, and be of great 
efficiency in the coast service. By its 
aid explorers can brave unharmed the 
teverity of Artie climes and solve the 
mystery of the pole. Submarine naviga- 
tion will rob the deep of its terrors, and, 
perhaps, electricity may furnish us the 
key to aerial navigation. 

"The farmer of the future will own an 
electric ei|ui[>ment to furnish power for 
Li.s crcaiin'ry, for jrriiidiii^' feed, for 
pumping water, for lighting the house, 
barn and lawn, and heating his green- 
houses and ri'.'^ideiu e. He will be en- 
abled to engage in market gardening on 
a scale hitherto unknown. Some form 
of malleable glass may yet be discovered, 
and under such protection acres be 
devoted to the growth of vegetables and 
semi-tropical fruits for our local markets. 
Electric railroads will pass bis door, 
affording quick transit to the nearest 
market town. His horses will, in time, 
be reserved for farm toil, while he jour- 
neys alonL's the highway in a wagon 
propelled by means of a storage battery. 

"We ean but dimly foresee electricity's 
K'apabilifics, its pDssibb- fatnre Ufes. 
But it is clear that the 'ulectrio age' will 
be one of nneqnaled progress. A new 
power in in our grasp , a splendid vista 
opens before us, whose achievements 
f otoie kistorlanf most ohroQlole."
